other and favorable occurrences in 
— trade and European poli- 
cs. 

It was the market's expression 
of misgiving over the slowness 
with which the German negotia- 
tions with France proceeded, lead- 
Ing w doubt as to whether Ber- 
Un's proposals would come to any- 
thing. It was disappointment at 
the absence of any sign of quick- 
ening in our own autumn trade, 
such as would break the spell of 
inertia and gradual reaction which 
had prevailed during the summer. 


BASIS FOR EXPLANATIONS 

There is some basis for each of 
these explanations, but there is 
fairly good reason to doubt the 
exercise by these foreign events 
of a paramount influence on home 
financial sentiment. Our stock ex- 
change prices were advancing 
rapidly in 1919 when the political 
news from Europe was still of a 
most disturbing character. In 1922 
they moved in the game way at the 
time when Germany's default on 
reparations foreshadowed political 
and economic confusion in the 
countries affected by it.
